ards of drying certain articles 
containing rubber in home dry- 
ers. He stated that many fires 
being started, not only in 
home dryers, but also in those of 
commercial laundry and dry 
cleaning plants because of a pe- 
culiar property of some types of 
rubber. 

It has been found that the tem 
perature of ordinary laundry dry- 
ing equipment is high enough to 


are 


initiate spontaneous heating of 
rubber in various forms, even 
when prenset in very small 
amounts, 


Foam rubber as used for cush- 
ioning appears to be especially 
susceptible to this spontaneous 
heating hazard. 

Although the spontaneous heat- 
ing reaction is started by the 
heat within the dryer, it can con- 
tinue even after the articles are 
removed from the dryer 

Chief Hutt ofered the follow- 
ing recommendations to house- 
wives, and to operators of com- 
mercial dryers: 

1. For complete safety, do not 
machine dry any articles which 
might contain rubber. Air dry 
them at normal temperatures. 

2. Even if something contain- 
ing rubber inadvertantly -gets 
into the dryer, the danger of fire 
can be minimized if the load is 
immediately removed from the 
machine after drying, and the 
articles separated so they can 
cool off quickly. 

The Chief asked that all dryer 
fires, no matter how minor the 
damage, be reported promptly to 
the Fire Department.
